sident ami Chiefs were much oni'Cled, and the 
whole house manifested a sensible and lively 
emotion at the interesting interview, and 
separation of this distinguished man from our 
red brothers—It was indeed a scene of the 
deeiM-st interest, to see these hoary chiefs—un¬ 
tutored suns of tlie forest—about to separate 
from a man so long known to them, and by 
them so much beloved;—undereireiiiustances, 
too, which brouglit to tlicir minds, Ib-at they 
were about to leave the land of their youth, 

■w hi ic the hcncs of their futhrrs reposed. The 
conthcling rmolions, brought upon them by 
lhe:r attachment to home, and a rccollec 
tiuii on Uie other hand, that under the laws 
cd'Ihe while man they could not be coiiicniod 
and happy, were clearly lisiblc, and did nut 
fail to inspire a generous sinsibilily in every 
bosom. These incidrnis, however, prove, that 
nothing of conipiiliiun, or even rcseiiihiiiig it, 
has lieen, on this occasion, resorted to. The 
nsult has been a voluntary dclermiiir.lion, by 
the Indians, under existing eireuinstanees, to 
leir.ovc, bveiiuse they And it impossible to live 
tinder tliu laws of the SUtc wliieli claims juris 
Uielio-.i over them.

Fkii’.mds A^D Bbotheus:— \our Great Fa¬ 
ther is rejoiced once again tu meet, and shake 
yun by the hand, and to have it in his povvet 
to assure you of his eontiutieJ rriemhliip and 
good will. He can cherish none hut thu best 
leclings fur his red rhildren, many of whom 
(luring our late war, foiighl wilb liim in dc 
feiire of our country. 

By a cumniunicalion from your elder hrelh- 
ren und neighbours, the Choctaws, during the 
last winter, your Great Father learned that in 
coiisi ijuriiCK of thu laws of Mississippi living 
cvtcinicd over the.iii, they were in grunt alarm; 
and of their own free will, and without any 
iipplicatioii from him, tlicy askcil to leave their 
i-uunlry and retire ueross ihc Mississippi river 
The liualy sent by them to linn, was laid be- 
lorv. thu benalc oftlie United butes, and they 
rel usrd to n|i|irovu it. bulicitous to avoid eve- 
ly net, the Iciiduiicy of which might lie to do- 
ueive or impose upon his red children, ho laid 
thu treaty, which was presented to him, he 
lore the bciiale, with the protest which hud 
been foiwiirded against it by the a|i|>ositc par 
ly of the Choctaw nation, tiiut all tliu cireum 
siaiiies might be fully known;—it was reject¬ 
ed. Of these things, their cuniidclitiul Agent 
iMaJor llaly, was advisediaiid hu wasrcquesl- 
*ed tu make them known to tlie Oliueiuws. 
U'r.dvrslanding from him that they were desi¬ 
rous to see and converse with their Great Fa¬ 
ttier, on this iinpurtant subject, he agreed, in 
nceoniaiice witli that desiru, to meet them at 
this place. With regret he. now Icarus they 
have declined (licir engagement. 

By ail an aut of Congress if was placed in 
his (loivcr to extend justice tu liie Imiiaiis—to 
pay ihe expenses of llicir removal—to support 
I Ill-Ill for twelve inoiitlis, and to give lliciii a 
gninl ftr lands winch should endure "as long 
itH the grass grows or water runs." A (letcr- 
mii.uliuii vvai taken immediately to advise his 
red i-s.iUlrcn of the means whieli were thus 
placed al liis disposal to render them happy 
j,i„l nieserve them as nations. It was for Ibis, 
thal ii,: asked Ids Oliickuiaw and other friends 
lo liiia-l him here. You have come, and your 
i.ieut l ather rvjoires to tell you, llirougli his 
Eoiiciiissioners, the triilh, mid point you to a 
t.mrsu which cannot fail lo make you a happy 
Olid p.o .perouv people. Hear and deliberate 
wv.'l i-ii what he shall say, and under the exer¬ 
cise ol your own reason and iiiulurcd Judg- 
liK-ul, ileterndiic ivhiit may appear luyuu best 
III he done lor the henctil ol yourselves und 
ymir eliildrvn. 

Ivruthcrs;—You have long dwell upon the 
s'dl you occupy, mid in early times before the 
iiliile man ki.idh-d his fires too near tu yours, 
iii.d by settling iiruuiid, narrowed itovyii the 
liiidla of tlie chase, you were, though imin 
slriteted, yet a Imppy people. Nuiv your 
white hrotliiTs aro around you. Stales have 
been creeled within your aiiciejit lindis,which 
cl.iioi a rigid lo govern and coiiiruul your peo- 
ph- ns they do their own citir.aiis, und to make 
Uicui uiisweruhiu to thtir civil and crimioal 


codes. Your Great Father lins not the autho¬ 
rity to prevent this slate of things, and he now 
asks if you are prepared and ready to submit 
yourselves lo the laws of Mississippi, make a 
surrender of your ancient laws and customs, 
and peaceably and quietly live under llioso of 
the white man? 

Brothers, listeu:—The laws to which you 
must he subjected, are not oppressive, for they 
arc those lo which your while brothers con¬ 
form, and arc happy. Under them, you will 
not lie (ivrraittvd to seek private revenge, but 
in all cases where wrong m.-iy he done, you 
are, through them to seek redress. No taxes 
upon your property or yourselves, except such 
as may be imposed upon a white lirother, will 
be assessed against yon. Tlie courts will be 
open for the redress of wrongs; and bud men 
will be made answerable for wliatevrr crimes 
or roiwlenicaner-i may be committed by any ol 
your people, or our own. 

Brothers, listen:—To these laws,where yon 
are,you must submit;—there is no preienlivc 
—no other ullemative. Your grest Father 
rannot, nor can Conpress, prevent it. The 
blates only can. VVFiat then? Do you be¬ 
lieve that you can live under these hwsjt That 
youc.Tn surrender all your ancient hahils, and 
the forms by which you have been so long 
coatrolled? If so. your Great Father bus no¬ 
thing to any or to advise. He has only to ex¬ 
press a hope, that you may find happiness in 
the determination you shall make, whatever it 
may be. His eaniest desire is. that you may 
be pcriietuated and preserved as a nation; und 
this lio believes can only he done and secured 
by your consent to remove to a country be¬ 
yond the iMississippi, which for the happiness 
ofour red friends was laid out by the (lovcrn- 
meiil a Inng lime since, and to which it was 
expected ere this they would have gone. 
Where you are, it is nut iiussibic you can live 
contented and happy. Besides the laws of 
Mississippi which must operate upon you, and 
which your Graat Father rannot prevent, while 
men continually intruding are willi dilliculty 
kept off your lands, and difficulties continue lo 
increase around you. 

Brothers:—The law ofeongress usually cull¬ 
ed the " Intercourse Act” has been resorted 
lo. lo afford relief, but in many inslanci-s has 
failed of success. Our white |K>piilutioii luusso 
extended around in every direction, that diffi- 
cultic.s and troubles are to be expected. Can¬ 
not this state oCrfliings be prevented? A our 
firm deterniinatiun can only do it.

S TEAM-BOAT FUEL. 

Since the iiitroduclion of Steam boats, Pine 
IVood has rapidly disappeared from the shores 
of our navigable streams, and the scarcity of 
this article, lias necessarily enhanced its value 
All who have rellected upon the subject, have 
long since been satisfied that the time is not far 
diila.iit,when coal must be substituted fur wood, 
and the question has been asked, what coal 
can he procured which will ignite sullic.iently 
easy, to produce steam as fast as required.-* 
Rcpe.itcd exporiments have been ni.-ulo wiih 
the 'Anthracite Coal, but without success 
Within the bust month, the Sydney Coal from 
Nova Scotia, has attracted the utteiitioiiuf the 
navigators of our steam-boats, and the results 
of their investigations arc such asc.innul tail 
to give satisfaction to all who wish tu set; nav 
igalion by steam, prosecuted at the jircscnt 
reasonable rates. 

The first experiments were iinilr in the 
small Steiim-boat used by (he Dry Do. k Com¬ 
pany, in towing vessels to their rail iv ly. We 
were of the number wlio wilnesaed tbc: result 
ot th'is ekpcrmient, and were astonisbed to find, 
dial witlioul any alteration in tlic furnace | 
which is used for wood, a :irc was kiiidl d of 
llfis coal with a coiimiuu lamp, wliicb in about 
half an hour einilutil llic boat to get iiodi i 
way, and llien supplied as much slcain as 
could be used. It was believed by -all, even 
the most sanguine, that with an ordinary wood 
luniace, the d.-aiigiit would nut be sulficienl to 
generate .sleam as fast ns required, and llieir 
uMonisliiiiriit .iinl graliiicatiuii at the resu.l 
may be easily iinagined. 

In con.scqiieiice of the success of this first 
ittcnipt, die agent of die Mining Company in 
this City, uiojioseil to Ciipt. UusKUH, of die 
Bcnj'.tiiiin rrankli’i, to take in n supply oi coal 
and Use it iiisteinl of wood on his trip to Provi- 
le'icu and bark lie did so, and became so 
satisfied nut only of its practical usefulness, 
but ofiu superiority over nood, that he cii- 
di avored at once to have his furnace iiltcrcd 
fur die purpose of using 'it lo more advantage. 

It was found however, that llic lime required 
fur altering die furnace would cuinpel die boat 
to lose so many trips (hat it erased to bcculur 
an object to use it during the present season. 
All furnaces constructed.jqr.butgiqg.jvwjgJ, ijfivi 
coal, wliicti is so much less bulky, and conse¬ 
quently tlie bhtzc is too far distant from llir 
bottom of the boiler. To remedy ibis ctil it 
is oniy necessary lo raise the lower part of tin- 
Curnsces now in use. 

The facility with wliicli (bis coal ignites, and 
its consequent capabilities of producing steam, 
having been fairly tested, (be next question is 
—What are (be advaiiUigcs (jo be gained by 
introducing il into general use? We answer, 
lyii'il, die great saving in room occupied Iw the 
fuel; secotid, by the saving in the cost of furl; 
third, by die saving in die weiglit of fuel; 
lynui'l/i, by the saving in labor in handling die 
fuel and feeding Ibc furnace; and Ji/th, t>y tlie 
absence of sparks and cynders, by wbicli die 
clotlirs uf passengers arc destroyed, and tbc 
awnings ofuiir boats set on fire. 

We give die following as the result of tlio 
did'erciit ex|Kriments wbicli have been made : 

Une chaldron of Sydney coal measures -14 
cubic feft. 

Une cord of pine wood measurer 129 cubic 
feet. 

One chaldron of coal will jet ns much water 
into sti-nm in the same space of time, as three 
cords of pine wood. Supposing tbc Benjamin 
Franklin to require 45 cords ol wood per (rip, 
to and from Providence, (be space thus occu¬ 
pied b)' wood is 5,7tiO cubic feel. Finceiichal- 
di'uiis of Sydney coal will produce tho same 
qimiibiy of steam in the same period of time, 
and oceupy but 6ti0 cubic feci, or about one 
ninth of die space required for the wood!

.Never has misfortune made a vain appeal to 
his generosity. Tho great works which he has 
caused to be undertaken, and-whieli have been 
Pt**2|**'^ without interruption since 1815, give 
an mnornhie exisirncu to a large number of 
families, w hu find in them their only resource.

t onary movements, his largesses, his crimes, 
and his unhappy fate, arc Ircsli in the rccol- 
l-iclion of all who felt any interest in the events 
of those times. 

At the age of nine years the present Duke 
of Orleans was placed fur his education under 
the direction of Madame de Gcniis, who hy 
litr numerous w ritings has acquired for her¬ 
self an European reputation. Tho course 
which tliis distinguished lady pursued, in rela¬ 
tion to tlie Prince and his brotliers, is detailed 
ill her “Lessons of a Governess tuber Pupils,” 
ftom which work it will be seen tliat Uicy en¬ 
joyed admntagei that rarely tail to (he lot of 
persons in their position. At the commence¬ 
ment of the political commotions,' the young 
Duke was made to attend the' sittings of the 
legislative assemblies, and even of (he popu¬ 
lar societies, and was thus placed in a situa- 
‘juii which (he viewsof his latiirralso favored, 
ili-npprecialing (he great events (hat were (hen 
occurring. He adinired (he eluqiinnce for 
wlitch the naliunal ssseinblv was conspicuous, 
amt of wliicli France had, till then, been igno¬ 
rant. It i.-i well known with what noble sim- 
I'licilv lie welcomed tliedecrce of (hat assembly, 
which alioli.slicil (hat right ol primogeniture, 
which conlcri’eil flu the I’rince prerogative"! 
to which Ins noble mind w.n a stranger, “i 
am' delighted with it,' said he “but it in no 
respect changes our |iO"i(iiiii, as my biolher 
well knows: every tiling has lung since, been 
equal betwen us.” 

The Prince had been named in 1785, Colo¬ 
nel of llic 1-lth regiment of Dragoons. A 
decree of the constituent assembly having en¬ 
joined on all the litul.ir Colonels to abandon 
the service, or take (he command of their 
troops in person, the Duko do Charters re¬ 
paired to Vandoine, where his regiment was 
III garrison. War had just liecii declared 
ngaiiiit Austria.—Named M.ijor General in 
I78'J, he was, towards the end of the year, 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant Goiieral, 
and received l;io command of Mtraibourg, 
which he declined. “1 am too young,” said 
he, “to be shut up in a forliried town, and 
I beg to remain actively employed in the army.” 
He consequently participated in (ho biilliunt 
successes of Yalniy, which were the dawn of 
twenty years of triumph, and in the victory 
of Jemmapr, which covered with glory Gen¬ 
eral Dumoiirier and the Freiieh anny. 

Soon after, when tho ingratitudo of (he 
Government wished to extend the circle ofits 
victims, and to reach all the members of nn 
unfortunate family, the Duke had (he good 
fortune to escape'from this unjust (lerseculum. 
Having witlidrawii into Switzerland, the 
Prince was unwilling to he dependent on tliu 
support of others. Concealed under an ob¬ 
scure name, he gave lessons in geography, 
and made the instruction which hu liad acqui¬ 
red under happier auspices, conliihutc tu his 
suhsutence. A lew years aftenvards, the 
government made the voluntary c.\ile of the 
Duke of Urlcans beyond tlie European Con¬ 
tinent, n condition of the liberty of his august 
brothers. Tho prince did not hesitate to com- 

t ly with the requisition, ami retired to (lie 
inited States of Aiucrica, wliere he soon had 
tho happiness of pressing to his bosom (he 
Duke of Muii(|irnsicr and the Count of Beau- 
julois, to whuse liberty bo had the good for¬ 
tune to contribute.—After having s|iont some 
time in the American .Slale.s, and studied (he 
character and institutions of the pcr|ilc, rely¬ 
ing frequently on the same resuurr.es that ho 
had availed himself of in Switzerland, tho 
Duke of Urlcans went to Groat Britain, where 
ho had an interview with A/oiisiciir,now Charles 
X. Tho Duke and his brothers were sohsc- 
qucntly established in a country house, a few 
miles from London, which had foimerly be¬ 
longed to the celebrated Pope. It was here 
dial (lie Duke of Montpensier died ofconsiimp- 
(ion, and the Count of Ucaujolois, who visit¬ 
ed Malta for (he benefit offiis health, did not 
long survive him. "I'lie Duko of Orleans, who 
liad aceompanied his youngest brother, aftcr- 
wanls repaired to Palcrno, then tho residence 
of die Neapolitan Court, where, on the 15(li 
November, 1800, he married the aister ol 
die King of the two Sicilies.* 

At tlie first restoration, and after twenty 
two years of exile and suffering, the Duke of 
Urieans returned to France, and recovered 
those portions of the immense property of his 
family, which had not boert alienated during 
die revoludon. Louis XVltl. gave him,

The kind notices which 
appear in the American papers are only dicta¬ 
ted, wc believe, in ninety nine instances out 
of a huadred by an amiable desire to oblige, 
or dislike of oflending. The same thing may 
be said of obitu.vries. These mortuary eulo¬ 
gies occupy no small space in our columns of¬ 
ten to (lie exclusion of advertisements, or in¬ 
telligence,or of other matter interesting to the 
pubiic generally, yet they are inserted gra- 
tuiously. The reward of the journalists con¬ 
sists in the consciousness of having pleased the 
family of (he deceased. In Great Britain they 
manage this matter differently. Take the fol¬ 
lowing sr.alc of prices adopted by the Water- 
lord Chronicle, and published for the informa¬ 
tion of uU persons .supplying obituaries for that 
journal.— .V. 1*. Ev. Post.
